There ere two classes of republicans 
who are opposed to the county option 
oil! uow Iefore the legislature. 
One 
class take upon themselves the responsi­ 
bility of saying that the republican pally 
will suffer if the proposed oounty option 
law is enacted. 
The other class make 
tho unwise prediction that the law will 
be a dead letter were it enacted, as for 
instance, in counties where prohibition 
would be adopted, there would be open 
violation of the law, and that publio sen­ 
timent would not be strong or courag­ 
eous enough, to suppress the law break­ 
ers. 
As was said in the Gazette the other 
day, the legislature has no right to per­ 
mit such considerations as these govern 
their action on the county option bill. 
The people are the best judges of their 
own interests, end not the legislators. 
The people should be trusted with self­ 
government.

The heat of mid day is so enervating that 
it is imoossible then to do effective work, 
so that the siesta, while it gives a brief 
rest, does not cause a loss of working 
hours. 
The need of a short “nap” after din­ 
ner is not less here than in the torrid 
zone, 
Its effect is to furnish a new sup­ 
ply of nervous force; to do on a smaller 
scale what the night’s sleep does on a 
larger one. 
Both the climate of the country and 
our national habits tend to keep the brain 
and nervous system at a high tension. 
From youth to old age we are on the 
race for wealth or position, for pleasure 
or fashion, for reform or religion. 
How 
different is this from the indolent life of 
the tropics, and even from life in the Eu­ 
ropean countries, where the pressure 
perhaps also the rewards of ambitious 
striving—may be less. 
We need something more than tho mid 
day nap. 
We need to see that, without 
a radical change, there is danger ahead 
for us. 
Indeed, much of it is already on 
us, in the rapid multiplying of apoplexy, 
paralysis, softening of the brain, heart 
complaint, nervous prostration and nerv 
ous ailments generally. 
We need to force ourselves to tako 
things more quietly; to think more of the 
rest and solace and duties of home; and 
less of the shop and club and the parties 
of pleasure. 
We need to preach up the 
virtues of contentment and self-control, 
and preach down the vice of an all-con­ 
suming greed. 
But, meanwhile, the mid day nap is of 
vast help. 
It is wonderful how much re­ 
cuperative power thew* is in a nap of a 
few minutes. 
No one who has ever ac­ 
quired the habit of a brief siesta has failed 
to experience it, and perhaps there is no 
way in which a quarter of an hour of our 
time, every day, can be invested with a 
prospect of a better dividend In health 
and length of days than an after-dinner 
nap.

I ndianaaolis, lad:, March 13.—Indian* 
a polis now has a double police force, two 
police headquarters, and nobody can tell 
how both will secure pay. 
The board or­ 
ganized under the bill passed by the Legis­ 
lature met Tuesday and organized a police 
force. 
This force was selected Monday 
night and included a number of officers of 
tho old force. 
A part of the mon reported 
and were sworn in and assigned to duty. 
All the men sworn in are Democrats, the 
Republicans of the old forco declining to 
accept appointments under the new board. 
Tho patrolmen of tho new board were in­ 
structed to avoid a clash with the old 
force and were told to take their prisoners 
before a justice in case the custodians of 
the station-houses declined to receive them. 
During the day a conference was beld by 
the attorneys of the new board and the 
Mayor and his counsel at w hich it was de­ 
cided that the new’ board shall file a com­ 
plaint for possession before Judge Taylor as 
well as the Metropolitan Commissioners. 
The city will at once file an answer alleg­ 
ing that the bill Is unconstitutional because 
the Legislature can not fill offices by ap­ 
pointment and because the bills have never 
been signed by the Speaker of the House 
and Lieutenant-Governor after their pass­ 
age, as required by the constitution. 
It 
will take about three weeks to decide tho 
question. 
It is probable that similar action will be 
taken to test the constitutionality of tho 
Curtis bill, which places the streets, alleys, 
lighting, water supply, etc., o f Indianapo­ 
lis in charge o f a board selected by the 
Legislature, and which was commissioned 
in the same manner as tho fire-police board. 
Chief Webster, elected by the new fire and 
police board, says that he will make no 
belligerent movement, but will await the 
action of tho authorities. 
He to-day made 
a demand for possession, which was refused. 


E v an sv ille In th e Sam e D oat. 
E van sville, Ind., March 13.—The new 
board of police commissioners having qual­ 
ified made a demand upon tho old board 
and chief for possession and were refused. 
They then visited the fire chief and were 
met in the same way.

important issue, and 
comparatively little interest was mani­ 
fested throughout tho State on the other 
amendments. 
Iu Nashua and other cities 
vigorous efforts were made by the women 
who stood all day at the polls soliciting 
Totes and aiding tho temperance movement 
in every possible way. 
Returns from sixty 
cities and towns give a majority of 4,524. 
Indications are now that the prohibitory 
amendment will be defeated by nearly 
3,000 votes.

A Day of R outine B usiness In B oth 
H ouses. 
S prin g field, 111., March $13.—In the 
House Tuesday Mr. Quinn asked unanimous 
consent to recall tho Chicago drainage bill 
from the order of third reading for the 
purpose of amendments. 
There was ob­ 
jection from the Cook county members. 
Mr. Quinn moved a suspension of tho rules 
for that purpose, but his motion was de­ 
feated. 
Mr. Mahoney’s bill, “making tho carry­ 
ing on of 
the business 
of detectives , 
without 
license 
a 
misdemeanor, 
and 1 
to regulate the 
licensing 
and powers 
of detectives,” came up, and Mr. Graham 
8C Du Page moved to strike out the enact­ 
ing clause, but the House by a vote of 58 
yeas to 60 nays refused to strike it out. 
The bill was amended and ordered to third 
reading. 
Mr. Jones of Sangamon presented the 
joint resolution indorsing Speaker Matthews 
for United States commissioner of internal 
revenue. 
It was unanimously adopted by 
a rising vote. 
Mr. Martin introduced resolutions of re­ 
spect to the memory of Congressman R. W. 
Townshend, decease*I. 
They wore unani­ 
mously adopted by a rising vote. 
There were over a dozen amendments 
made to tho bill of Mr. Allen o f Vermilion, 
amending tho law in regard to cities and 
villag s, but it was finally ordered to a 
third reading. 
It provides in brief that 
where two-thirds of the property-owners 
demand by petition a local improvement it 
shall be the duty of the authorities to pass 
an ordinance in conformity with such peti­ 
tion. 
The Illin o is Senate. 
In the Senate Senator Seitor’s bill to tax

“ Whenever a suitable depth for naviga­ 
tion may exist without their aid, by reason 
of additional water supply, or of channel 
improvement, or of both combined; and 
after the removal of said dams tho control 
of the river from La Salle to Copperas 
creek shall be vested in the United States.” 
Senator Lee per’s amendment was adopt­ 
ed and the bill was ordered to third read­ 
ing. 
The House joint resolution indorsing 
Speaker Asa C. Matthews for appointment 
as commissioner of internal revenue was 
reported by the clerk of the House, and on 
motion of Senator Crawford the rules wore 
suspended and the resolution was concurred 
in by a unanimous rising vote. 
Among the bills introduced was one by 
Mr. Gibbs, prohibiting tho shooting of live 
pigeons at shooting matches. 
Senator Evans’ bill to prevent fraud in 
the sale of mixed, reworked, and recolored 
batter was read a second time and ordered 
to a third reading. 
Senator Thomas’ bill 
appropriating $50,000 for a monument to 
John A. Logan was read a second time and 
ordered to third reading. 
The Senate, by a unanimous rising vot^ 
concurred in the House joint resolution dex­ 
ploring the death of Congressman R. W. 
Townshend and then adjourned.

SENATOR nOAR. 


The A uthor or "Ben B u r” Say* H e la 
Not Seeking Office. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , Pa., March 13.—Gen. 
Lew Wallace, of Indiana, who was minis­ 
ter to Turkey under Gen. Grant, and the 
author of “ Ben H ut,” came to this city 
yesterday, remained for a few hours to 
transact some business in connection with 
his forthcoming novel, and departed in 
the evening as quietly as ho came.

Wallace left his home in Indianapolis last 
Thursday for Washington. 
Ho lunched 
with President Harrison, who is an old and 
intimate friend, on Saturday afternoon.

Wallace said that since tho retirement from 
the Turkish mission some years ago he has 
lieen actively engaged in his writings, and 
politics have not taken up much of his 
time. 
“My call at tho White House on 
Saturday,” said he, “ was a purely social 
one, and politics 
wars 
not 
touched 
upon. 
All I want in the world,” continued 
the General, “is my home, my farm, my 
library, and I don’t liavo to come to Wash­ 
ington to get them. 
I would not take any 
office myself and I am not after any offices 
for 
anyone 
else. 
lf 
I 
were the 
President I would not have anything to do 
with an applicant for office unless he would 
promise to keep out of Washington until I 
sent for him, and I would never send for 
him unless I was sure I coaid fix him.” 
General Wallace said that he wished it 
understood that his novel, “ Ben Hur,” 
will not be dramatized. 
“ I have not given 
any one the right to present a stage ver­ 
sion of it,” he said, “ I have never enter­ 
tained tho idea, and it is not likely that I 
will ever sell such a privilege. 
I am now 
writing a novel similar to ‘Ben Hur,’ the 
* scenes of which are laid in tne East, 200 
years ago. 
It will bo published shortly.”

W ashington, March 13.—The new Sec­ 
retary of W ar has received a number of ap­ 
plications of ex-officers of the army for ap­ 
pointment on the board to supervise the 
publication of tho rebellion records. 
Under provision of the sundry civil act 
the appointment of a board comprising an 
officer of the army and two civil experts is 
authorized to conduct the work of compila­ 
tion and publication. 
The salaries of the 
civilian experts are to be fixed by the Sec­ 
retary of W ar and paid for from the $100,- 
000 appropriated for carrying on the work of 
publication. The appointment of the board 
rests with the Secretary of War, though 
before acting, it is understood ho will have 
the matter discussed at a cabinet meeting.

There is not a free public bath in Lon­ 
don. 
It is only the system of cheap parish 
baths in the large cities of England that 
New York can emulate. 
Admirable as the 
arrangements of these parish baths are their 
numbers are wofully insufficient, especially 
in the city of London. 
Still, they demon­ 
strate beyond doubt that the masses will 
keep clean if they are given a chance to 
do so. 
The chief merit of the parish public bath 
is that it is open all the year, twelve or 
fourteen hours each week day and in some 
cases six hours on Sunday.

This parish bath system is arranged by 
act cf parliament. 
Each vestry selects a 
committee, which arranges the financial

cities of England, except that in Liverpool,

a bill be drawn transferring the powers of

municipal judge. 
The bill was 
drawn, and after 
con saltation 
with 
many prominent citizens has been offer­ 
ed to the assembly. 
The bill will be generally accepted as 
a satisfactory solution of an important 
and troublesome problem. 
In brief it 
gives to the municipal judge all power 
for the granting and forfeiting of lisensts 
now possessed by the common oonncil. 
It also prohibits the selling of liquor or 
granting of licenses to women. Some of 
its more important provisions are: 
The judge of the municipal court of 
the oounly of Rook shall have the power 
to, and upon application as hereinafter 
provided, grant to such person or per­ 
sons, residing in the oity of Jane*Ville* 
as he may deem proper, a license to 
vend end sell spirituous, vinous and fer~ 
mented liquors in said oity of Janesville* 
Such license shall not be for a term 
longer than one year, and shall expire 
on 
the 
first 
day 
of 
May 
in 
each year, 
They 
may be granted 
for less than a year. No license shall be 
granted to a minor nor to a female, No 
license granted under the provisions of 
this chapter shall be transferable, cor 
shall the privileges of any license granted 
under this chaprer be exercised in any 
other place or building than the one 
described in the application therefor. 


A LONG CONTESTED CASE FINALLY SET­ 


TLED IN FAVOR OF THE PLAINTIFF. 
In the circuit oourt yesterday after­ 
noon , after listening to the argumenta of 
the attorneys, Judge Bennett deoided the 
case of Burdick va. Morgan in favor of 
the plaintiff, being a judgment on a one

note,

nally Morgan deeded his hotel property 
at Milton Junction to Stetson, and the 
latter who was then living in the .west, 
came to Milton Junction, A man by the 
uame of Foster had a lease of the honed 
for a term of years, but, under the 
provisions of the lease, he was to go oat 
if the property was sold. When Morgan 
assigned the property to Stetson, Foster 
was compelled to vacate. 
Stetson then 
deeded half of the property back to 
Morgan, and rented Morgan’s undivided 
half. 
Stetson would not buy Fosters' 
furniture, and this bd incensed Foster 
that he pnt up another hotel, and Boon 
had all the trade. 
It finally became 
ce eel; ary to buy Foater out. Stetson 
noir had a half interest in the hotel 
property whioh Morgan valued at 615,- 
000; 
this would more than balance 
the 
claim 
of 
$0,000 
held 
by 
Stetson 
against bis 
father-in-law. 
The son-in-law thought the 
prop­ 
erty rated too high, and to settle it, 
the matter was left with Mr. R Green- 
man end Mr. Morgan, a brother of Wil­ 
liam T. Morgan’s, to decide. They fixed 
the valuation at 810,OOO. Stetson settled 
en that babis ubich left Morgan one 
tkcurand dollars his debtor. Stetson 
lacked about Bbvcnty dollars of making 
cash advances enough to amonnt |to the 
83 OOO, and the 870 was endorsed on the 
810,000 mortgage. In 1877 Mr. Stetson 
afterwards married a daughter of Mr. D, 
O. 
Burdick, 
the 
plaintiff in this 
action. 
The 
son-in-law 
bor-row- 
ed 
seven 
hundred 
dollars 
from 
Burdick giving the one thousand dollar 
mortgage against Morgan as security. 
The cote was not paid and after Mr. 
Morgan’s death it was claimed that pay­ 
ment had been made.

But I am sure people can 
not understand how I feel about leaving 
the White House. 
They think it hard, I 
suppose, for me to give up the life here be­ 
cause lam young. 
But it is because I am 
a young woman that I feel less regret. 
If 
I had lived half of the greater part of my 
life before coming to the White House I know 
I should have more regret about leaving it. 
All of the women who have been here be­ 
fore me were older than I am. 
Most of 
them had a great deal of a woman’s life 
before called to this position, and I think 
they must have been more sorry to give it 
up than I can be. 
Yon see,” with a smile 
of charming frankness,4 ‘I have not had my 
life yet. 
It is all before me—the real life 
and tho real home. 
After my father died 
we had no settled home, my mother and 
myself. 
I was at school, and then, you 
know, soon after came to the White House. 
I can’t tell you how much I desire a home 
of my own. 
Oak View has given some 
idea of homo life, but even there I have 
felt that it was only for a short tithe. Per­ 
haps if this desire had not £rown stronger 
and stronger I should feel more regret. 
As it 
is 
I am 
not 
saddened 
by 
the thought of leaving the White House. 
One thing, though, would make me very 
sad—if any change should be made in this 
beautiful house. 
It is to me, with all its 
associations, the most beautiful house in the 
world. 
No other White House could ever 
Le the same to the people, I am sure. 
If 
there must be anything new let it be execu­ 
tive offices, but never a new White House. 
It is not the beauty of the old house that 
I love, but I have a feeling of reverence 
for its past. 
There has seemed in the busy 
life here so little time for me to think 
of its history and the people who have been 
here before me. 
But sometimes when I am 
alone, and walk through the rooms and 
think of the men who have been Presidents 
and of their wives the grand old house 
gives me a feeling of awe. 
Oh, I could not 
bear to think of it as changed and different 
after I leave it. 
I want to think always of 
it as It is now and I know it—the White 
House of the people and the President’s 
house.”
